"Dago Frank" declared 
at tne time, knowing within an hour 
he would face death, that so far as he 
knew Becker had nothing to do with 
the assassination of Boseutbnl

Pleased That Council Has Failed 
to Accept Proposition for a Dual. 
Examination of 
It* Books—Ques- 


tion Discussed at Wednesday Nigh 
Session. 


Wednesday night's session of bor- 


ough council brought the matter of 
municipal ownership of the 
water 


works forward a. notch or two 
The 


special committee to which had been 
delegated the task of requesting the 
water company to 
furnish council 


with a. detailed and itemized state- 
ment of its financial affairs report- 
ed, and the committee was directed 
to employ an expert accountant to 
Investigate the books and accounts 
of the company, after 
council 
has 


ascertained the cost of an expert's 
services and the committee had had 
communication with accountants of 
well known ability that the right 
kind of a man might be chosen to 
perform this important work 


Company a Little Peeved. 


Mr Witberow, of the committee, 


reported that he had seen President 
Bigler, of the water company, who 
told Mr. Witherow that he was sorry 
that the council had not accepted the 
proposition that the council and the 
company each employ accountants to 
go over the books of the company at 
the same time and make separate re- 
ports of their findings. 


Mr.Wltlierow stated that President 


Bigler refused to say what the com- 
pany would do if council did not 
ac 


cept this offer Mr Bigler also stat- 
ed that the officers of the company 
could not set a price on the works, 
as each stockholder would have to 
be consulted before 
this could be 


done 


To Employ an Expret. 


The question 
was discussed 
at 


length. President Kerr said that It 
is up to council to do something, 
that the proposition 
of the water 


company lg a fair one and should be 
accepted, time is passing and noth- 
ing Is being done, and the citizens 
would hold council responsible

Clearfield rolling mill will be sur- 
prised and shocked to learn that he 
is dead. Baumgarten was found un- 
conscious in a house he and his tarn 
.'y had occupied taPhlladelphia, but 
which at the time was unoccupied, 
and was taken to a hospital, where 
he died a few hours later. Mr. Bum- 
garten, who was steel tester at 
the 


Newhall rolling mill here, was 
in 


Clearfield the first part of May, com- 
ing here on May 5 and leaving for 
Philadelphia on May 8 


A Philadelphia newspaper gives 


the following account of Mr. Baum-
